ural cannot be healthful; hence the 
I tmth of the first utterances of this 
chapter -healthful sleep comes from the 
' exjienditure of the strcugth of tbe body 
in various forms of exercise. — IlalFt

And this growth is 
not ooeasionod by immigration fimm 
outside tbo empire's borders, as it is in 
America, but from tho people's literidly 
fullUling tho scripture commands to 
" increase and multiply and replenish 
the earth." It is seldom that a German 
mother has jeas tha^ei^lft^^ ten chil- 
dren, while it is conunnn for them to 
have twdve and fifteen and rot nhoom- 
mon for even higher numbers. Pray 
don't have any anxiety lest Germany 
becomes depopulated and ruined by 
the enormous iinigralion that is 
itantly taking pluco to other countries, 
ind especially to America. Tlio conn- ] 
try is already ovci'-popolated ; it has ' 
more mottths than it has bread to give ' 
them ; more hands than it has labor to ' 
periorm. The groat problem which 
Bismarck and the Oovernment at pres- ) 
cut are trying to solve is what to do 
with tbe inoesaing millioni of. the 
future.

the surplus popnUtion, or a portion of 
it at leaat, v»nk new homes in foreign 
ands under foreign skies, whore labor 
j( in demand and receives its just reward 
ind where tin' hard-working laborer and 
mechanic will be free from the military 
lespotism which iu (iermaiiy griiuU 
Jicm to earth. In some parts of Ger- 
many the population bos more than
